Roger Lescohier, 36-year-old Mill Valley chemical 
engineer, was reported yesterday as being Marin's 
15th polio case this year. He is a member of the Mill

Major portions of Kennedy's 
two articles read as follows: 
"An organization known as 
the Drake Navigators Guild 
claims to have determined the 
exact spot where Sir Francis 
Drake and his men landed in 
California in 1579. 
“The account of Drake’s ex­ 
ploits in the Pacific by his 
chaplain, Francis Fletcher, re­ 
lates that the party landed on 
the California coast; 
claimed 
these parts for England and 
named them New Albion, and 
remained ashore 36 days while 
they scraped the hull of their 
ship, the Golden Hind, 
a n d 
gathered provisions for their 
voyage back home to England. 
“No substantiation of this 
statement was established in 
California until the discovery 
of the famous ‘plate of brasse’ 
in 1936. This fitted the descrip­ 
tion of a plate, claiming Cali­ 
fornia as New Albion, which 
Fletcher said Drake ‘caused to 
be nailed to a great, firm post’ 
at his landing site. 
“The plate was found, how­ 
ever, at Point San Quentin, 
which juts into the northern 
end of San Francisco Bay. If 
that was D rake’s landing place, 
it would mean that 
D r a k e 
found the Golden Gate and en­ 
tered the bay. There is nothing 
to indicate so important a dis­ 
covery in Fletcher’s account. In 


fact, all the evidence is that 
Drake, like other early explor­ 
ers, missed the Golden Gate, 
which probably was shrouded 
in fog as he sailed by. 
"A chauffeur came forward, 
however, and said that he had 
found the plate near D rake’s 
Bay, on the ocean side, had car­ 
ried it in his car awhile and 
then, not realizing its value, 
had thrown it out on Pt. San 
Quentin. 
“In recent years the Drake 
Navigators Guild has 
b e e n 
studying old documents 
and 
maps. By a process of elim ina­ 
tion they have decided that a 
cove at the mouth of Drake's 
Estero, at the north of D rake’s 
Bay, certainly was the place. 
It answers all the descriptions 
given and would be an ideal 
place for berthing a vessel the 
size of the Golden Hind. 
“The guild held an observ­ 
ance at the cove on June 17, the 
377th anniversary of D rake’s 
visit. And the California His­ 
torical Society recently enter­ 
tained members of the guild, 
headed by its honorary presi­ 
dent Adm. Chester W. Nimitz, 
at a luncheon in tribute to its 
work. 
“Adolph S. Oko, Pt. Reyes 
real estate man who is vice 
president of the guild, said: 
“ ‘W e’ve still got plenty to do. 
We’re going to plug for a na­ 


tional monument at what we 
now call Drakes Cove. 
“ ‘After all, this is where the 
first Englishman l a n d e d in 
what later became the United 
States—six years before Roa­ 
noke, 41 years before the Pil­ 
grims. 
Then we re going to 
work on a Drake Museum for 
the site. 
Believe me, there's 
still a lot to do.’ 
“All this is very interesting. 
We believe it’s quite likely that 
the cove is the place. 
Since 
Adm. Nimitz, after examining 
the documents

over the cove, said he thought 
it was where D r a k e put in, 
we’re w illing to accept his judg­ 
ment.

Foreign Aid Cut 
WASHINGTON UP — The 
House Appropriations Commit­ 
tee voted today to chop $1,405,- 
955,000 out of President Eisen­ 
hower’s five-billion-dollar for­ 
eign aid money request for 
this year. 
The 28 per cent slash, ap­ 
plying mostly to proposed arms 
aid for free world countries, 
went 300 million dollars deep­ 
er than previously voted House 
cuts which Eisenhower said 
would “seriously impair” U.S. 
and free world security. 
Those cuts were made by 
the House in an authorization 
bill setting a ceiling on the pro­ 
gram. The new measure, sub­

an inscription somewhat sim­ 
ilar to that on the 
‘plate of 
brasse.’ 
"The authenticity of this dis­ 
covery seems beyond doubt, j 
Yet this evidence that Drake 
sent a landing party to the 
Peninsula—and may have come 
along himself — has received 
scant recognition from Califor 
nia historical bodies. 
"It has long been known that 
Drake was sailing by these 
parts about May 1, 1579. He 
had proceeded 
through the 
Straits of Magellan and worked 
his way up the Pacific, attack­ 
ing numerous Spanish vessels 
on the way. His ship was laden 
with booty. 
"It wasn’t until late in 1949, 
however, that the finding of a 
bottle and a message which he 
had presumably left here was 
disclosed in the Herald. 
"The bottle had been found 
in 1934 by a Peninsula resident 
in a gulch near Fan Shell Beach 
in Del Monte Forest. There is 
a stream which flows into the 
ocean there in the wintertime 
and there is 
evidence that 
there w*s once a small river 
there. 
"Since the bottle was an un­ 
usual one, this resident kept it 
as a paper weight. It wasn’t 
until 15 years later that he 
noticed something inside it and 
decided to let an expert look 
at it. 
"It proved to be a bottle of 
the type in use in England in 
the time of Queen Elizabeth I. 
Inside was a piece of lead foil. 
When unrolled, the coil was 
found to bear this inscription: 


" ‘IN NOMINE ELIZABETH 
H1B ET BRITANNA RIARUM

Teamwork On Flood Bill

One very encouraging fact about Califor­ 
nia’s delegation in Congress is the way mem­ 
bers of opposing political parties team up to 
work for the good of their state and distncts. 
A recent eample of this bipartisan team­ 
work is the acceptance by the House of the 
conference report on a bill to provide federal 
aid to local public agencies in the construc­ 
tion of small projects relating to w ater and 
reclamation. 
Congressmen Hubert S. Scudder and Clair 
Engle of the First and Second districts, re­ 
spectively, worked together in pursuading 
the House to accept this report. 
Scudder is 
a Republican and Engle a Democrat. 
The new program, Scudder explained, cov­ 
ers some 17 western states including Cali­ 
fornia. 
U nder it, plans would be drawn locally 
and subm itted to the secretary of the in­ 
terior. This departm ent would then submit 
the project proposals to Congress for clear­ 
an c e. 
Congress would be required to act within 
^80 days.

The federal government would advance up 
to $5,000,000 as an interest-free loan, which 
would be repaid by the local agency in 50 
years. 
Scudder long has advocated this type pro­ 
gram, as a means of stimulating local devel­ 
opment of small but essential flood control 
and reclamation projects in the Redwood 
Empire. 
The small local developments, of course, 
are intended as supplements to the large 
federal and scate projects, and thus fill a 
gap in the over-all construction, reclamation, 
flood control program. 
t 
Both Scudder’s and Engle’s districts will 
profit materially by this measure. 


While their working together to obtain its 
passage might seem the natural thing to do, 
such has not always been the case. 
Time was when partisan jealousies and 
the desire to claim credit for legislation took 
precedence over teamwork. 


The First and Second districts are to be 
congratulated on having two such repre­ 
sentatives to carry their battles in Wash­ 
ington.

BEAR IN MIND that the in­ 
ternal security law requires 
the SACB to determine, on 
motion and on evidence pre­ 
sented by the attorney gen­ 
eral, w hether the U.S. Com­ 
munist party is Moscow-con- 
trolled.

In a word, the Subversive 
Activities Control Board ru l­ 
ing confronts the Communist 
party either with financial 
bankruptcy or political sui­ 
cide— as their own spokes­ 
men have admitted.

The board, on the massive

Laws Need 


Revision 


S A C R A M E N T O (CNS)— 
Now that summer vacations 
in California are in full swing 
for most teen-agers, the old 
problem 
rises 
once 
again. 
That is, what to do with the 
teen-ager during the summer, 
especially 
in 
those 
homes 
where both parents are em ­ 
ployed? 
The problem of employ­ 
ment for youth is something 
like the weather, which ev­ 
erybody talks about, but no­ 
body does anything about. It 
may not be that bad in all 
parts of California, as many 
communities 
are 
endeavor­ 
ing to provide some kind of 
employment for young peo­ 
ple during their off school 
months. 


THE REAL question that 
nobody does anything about, 
however, is the antiquated 
“child labor laws” of Califor­ 
nia, which prohibit children 
from working in certain oc­ 
cupations, and thereby con­ 
tribute 
to 
idleness, 
delin­ 
quency, and finally crime. 


This problem was discussed 
last April when at the behest 
of Gov. Goodwin J. Knight, a 
conference on youth was held 
in Sacramento. Like many 
other conferences called by 
the governor, talk was pro­ 
found, recommendations were 
- 
plentiful, but the sum sub­ 
stance of the activity w’as lit­ 
tle more than an airing^ of 
the youth situation in Cali­ 
fornia.

We’ve encountered m a n y 
types of detectives in our film 
viewing career, but never a 
blind one, which is the case in 
“23 Paces to Baker Street.” a 
wide screen and color melo­ 
drama which you can inspect 
at the Tamalpais Theater start­ 
ing Sunday. 
Van Johnson is cast as Philip 
Hannon, a sightless playwright, 
who overhears a somewhat neb­ 
ulous chat in a pub which, to 
him, indicates that someone is 
being persuaded to commit a 
crime. 
Blind, em bittered by this 
sightlessness, Van’s in a way 
helped by the conversation, for 
it snaps him out of his bac 
humor and leaves him deter­ 
mined to avert the crime. By a 
process of deduction, he theor­ 
izes that the criminals plan to 
kidnap the child of wealthy 
parents in order to collect ran­ 
som. 
rOLICE HESITANT 
The police are reluctant to 
accept his story and advise him 
that it is impossible to track 
down the criminals in a city of 
nine million on the basis of 
snatches of talk. But the per­ 
sistent playwright does fine 
the guilty-—at the risk of his 
own life. 
The trail he follows is 
tangled one and offers a neat 
puzzle for the part-time sleuth, 
and leads to a perilous meeting 
with the crime mastermind. 
Assisting Johnson are Vera 
Miles, the pretty and sympa­ 
thetic girl who loves him, and 
Cecil Parker, his humorous sec­ 


retary who must perform many 
of his errands. The latter is 
sort of a combined Sherlock 
Holmes and Dr. Watson. 
PROBLEMS OF BLIND 
The story (based on Philip 
MacDonald's novel, “W arrant 
for X”) suitably combines meV 
odrama and s u s p e n s e and 
misses few tricks in building 
up the special problems of the 
world of the blind. It is a world 
heavy with smells and sounds 
which the normal accept and 
never notice, but which a blind 
detective would consider vital 
to his search. 
There is also a heavy em­ 
phasis on the London scenery, 
for the film was shot abroad, 
and thus it has a good deal of 
visual appeal: the quaint pubs, 
the Thames, and the city it­ 
self.—L.D.

movement for incorporation. 
Immediate source of the peti­ 
tion drive, he said, was a pub­ 
lic meeting on the pros and 
cons of incorporation sponsor­ 
ed by the North Marin Civic 
Council last August. 
After this m eeting Pechner 
began to draw up the petition. 
First stumbling block, he said, 
was getting a legal descriP* 
tion of the boundaries of the 
proposed incorporation area. 


BOUNDARY QUESTION 
Because of lack of funds for 
drawing up a new set of boun­ 
daries. Pechner decided to use 
the description of boundaries 
of the N orth Marin W ater Dis­ 
trict, which encloses an area 
of 75 square miles including 
the Novato, Ignacio and Black 
Point districts.

Circulation of the petitions 
began in November. More than 
1,700 persons, not all of whom 
were for incorporation, signe , 
according to Pechner.

1 pects discussion of the issue 
at their Tuesday meeting. 
Sanchez said he and other 
Novato dairym en oppose in­

which it will bring. 
SUFFICIENT TAXES 
'We feel we are already be­ 
ing taxed sufficiently, he said. 
Sanchez objected to the vote 
on the m easure because, he 
said, many of those voting 
know nothing about the issue. 
“The m ajority of people who 
will vote are not ‘perm anent’ 
residents,” he said. “They live 
here for three years and then 
Uncle Sam moves them. The 


citizens who rem ain here will 
suffer.” 
Gonnason 
emphasized 
the 
need for a large area if incor­ 
poration is approved and gave 
these reasons: 
1. The new community will 
need uniform jurisdiction over 
the entire area to assure prop­ 
er area wide development. 
2. A large area precludes 
many annexation problems in 
the future. 
3. Fringe 
areas would go 
along on a “free ride” for serv­ 
ices provided by a small in­ 
corporated district.

position to the proposal comet 
from agricultural land ow n«». 
But, he said, the number oA 
years that these lands will re­ 
main in agricultural use it 
limited by their skyrocketing 
value as home sites and it 
would be to the rancher’s ad­ 
vantage to play an active part 
in the developm ent of tho, new 
city to protect his own interest. 


Morrison said he personally 
opposed incorporation but he 
felt the people, not the board 
of supervisors, were the ones 
to decide the question. 
If incorporation is favored, 
he said, a large area should ba 
included in the boundaries in 
order to widen the tax base.

Be Dead; No Leads 


Marin Air Reservists 


To Get Bigger Quarters 


WESTBURY, N.Y. UP — The 
distraught parents of 34-dav- j 
old Peter Weinberger franti­ 
cally awaited further instruc­ 
tions today from his kidnaper. 
They promised to pay real 
money and do anything for his 
ransom. 
The unidentified 
kidnaper 
yesterday scorned a police ran­ 
som trap baited with wads of 
blank paper sandwiched be- 
tw'een real bills. 
Fears mounted for the safety 
of the sandv-haired, blue-eyed 
boy as the ransom packages, 
left in compliance with the kid­ 
naper’s instructions, remained 
untouched on a rainswept w alk. 
It is now almost two days 
since the sleeping infant was 
snatched from his carriage on 
the patio of the Weinbergers’ 
handsome brick and clapboard 
ranch house in this Long Island 
suburb. 
IF ALIVE 
For the first time, the words 
“ if he is alive” were used by 
police in discussing the case. 
His father Morris Weinber­ 
ger, a well-to-do wholesale drug 
salesman, told police he had 
real money ready to pay the 
demanded $2,000 ransom. He 
said he would go anywhere, do 
anything to see his tiny son 
again. 
The mother, Beatrice Wein­ 
berger, a pretty, 32-year-old 
brunette, sobbingly implored 
the kidnaper to ‘‘please, please, 
please call anyone. 
Leave a 
note anywhere. I shall see that 
you get what you want.” 
She was near collapse as she 
broadcast a radio and televis­ 
ion appeal for the return of 
her son over a Freeport, N.Y., 
station. 
MOTHER’S PLEA 
“I am the mother of Peter 
Weinberger,” she read from a 
written statement that flut­ 
tered in her trembling hand. 
‘Whoever you are, please re­ 
turn my baby . . . I assume you 
are desperately in need of 
money . . . 
“I am willing to cooperate 
in any way . . . I am most con­ 
cerned of all for the welfare 
of my baby . . . He is only four 
weeks old . . . ” 
The next line in the state­ 
ment was the moet vital in the 
race against time. It contained 
the infant’s formula. But she 
was unable to read it, and the 
note floated to the floor. 
It was 3 p.m. on the Fourth 
of July that she last saw her 
baby. She had given Peter his 
formula at the prescribed feed­ 
ing time, gone inside for a 
fresh diaper and returned to 
the patio to find him missing. 
BREAKS DOWN 
“Here,” she cried to detec­ 
tives. “You read this . . . I 
can’t.” Then, weeping uncon­ 
trollably, she dropped into a 
chair. 
Detective Sgt. Edward Cur­ 
ran of the Nassau County po­ 
lice picked up the note and 
read the formula. It called for 
17 ounces of sterile water, lVfc 
level teaspoons of sugar, one 
13-ounce can of evaporated 
milk, making a total of 30 
ounces, enough for six round- 
the-clock 
feedings 
in 
five- 
ounce bottles. 
The baby also must have vita­ 
min B-12, five drops a day. 
Nassau Detective Chief Stuy- 
vessant Pinnell told reporters 
no progress had been made in 
the case since the ransom en­ 
velopes went unclaimed. 
LEADS SUM 
‘The family is waiting fur­ 
ther instructions from the kid­ 
naper,” he said. “We have had 
several vague leads. All have 
gone nowhere. The check made 


on former domestics of the 
Weinbergers has not been pro­ 
ductive so far.” 
The kidnaper directed in the 
ransom note that $2,000 in 
small bills be placed at 10 a.m. 
yesterday at the intersection of 
Albemarle Road and Park Ave­ 
nue, 
near 
the 
Weinberger 
home. 
But 
he 
apparently 
didn’t 
know—or for his own reasons 
ignored the fact—that Albe­ 
marle road runs in an arc 
around the Weinberger home, 
intersecting Park avenue at 
each end of the arc. 
To avoid any slipup, police 
decided to use two ransom en­ 
velopes, one placed by the 
mother and the other by the 
father. A few minutes before 
the appointed hour, all report­ 
ers, photographers and detec­ 
tives were herded out of the 
area in an attempt to lure the 
kidnaper. A team of three 
newsmen, 
however, was 
al­ 
lowed to remain in a concealed

Ten minutes later, a taxi 
with a woman in the back seat 
cruised past the house three 
times. Later a red station wag­ 
on. driven by a woman, paused 
near one of the packets, but 
she drove off when a small boy

Police apparently were sat­ 
isfied that neither vehicle had 
any connection with the case. 
At 12:50 p.m., they removed 
the rainsodden packets and ar­ 
ranged for Mrs. Weinberger’s 
radio-TV appeal. 


Waterbury is located about 
25 miles from Times Square.

Some 1,500 women returned 
detailed questionnaires to Berg- 
dorf Goodman after the Fifth 
Avenue store decided to query 
a cross section of women shop- 
ers to discover if women aren’t, 
after all, pretty predictable in 
their likes and dislikes. 
Only in their answers to one 
of the 35 questions did these 
women, who represented va­ 


rious sizes, income groups and 
occupations, show that they 
might deserve their reputation 
among men as capricious shop­ 
pers. The majority admitted 
they bought on impulse, they 
did not sit down at the start 
of a season and plan their 
wardrobes. 
COMMON SENSE 
But the impulses are backed 
by basic common sense in most 
cases.

All the talk about returning 
to big hats and more elaborate 
clothes reminiscent of a half 
century ago has so far passed 
right over the bare heads of 
most of the surveyed shoppers.

The most dangerous year of 
marriage, according to statis­ 
tics, is the first. During this 
year couples either build a 
foundation for permanent hap­ 
piness, or begin a descent to­ 
ward marital ruin. 
A recent survey shows that 
half of all marital failures oc­ 
cur in the first five years. A 
quarter of the divorces fall in 
the United States during the 
first two years. But perhaps 
this fact is even more tragical­ 
ly significant. Even if the mar­ 
riage continues beyond the 
dangerous “first year,” a foun­ 
dation for divorce and unhappi­ 
ness may have been laid during 
this critical period. 
A glamorous and exciting 
courtship may end abruptly 
and rudely with the demands 
of a new marriage and its 
down-to-earth needs. 
S o me 
couples are unprepared to ac­ 
cept this new, and to them, 
brutal reality. Small difficul­ 
ties mushroom into great ones, 
which in turn lead eventually 
toward the divorce court. 
The American Institute of 
Family Relations, oldest mar­ 
riage counseling service in the 
United States, suggests eight 
basic 
rules for 
newlyweds, 
which will aid them in weather 
ing that dangerous first year: 
1. Admit and recognise your 
first-year 
difficulties, 
when

solution. Don’t think that you 
are the only couple who have 
ever had conflicts — or that 
your problems are unique. 
2. Seek competent help if 
your sex life is not satisfactory. 
3. See your m-laws, but avoid 
a fixed pattern of contact: visit 
them as you would friends, 
when you want to see them. 
4. Cultivate hobbies and in­ 
terests, but don’t think that all 
your projects have to be alike. 
It is all right to be different! 
5. Treat your marriage as a 
partnership, not as a contest of 
wills or dictatorship. 
6. Work out a realistic bud 
get and stick to it. 
7. Forget grievances: “get­ 
ting even” has no place in a 
good marriage. 
8. Expect trouble: meet it 
courageously and solve it ob­ 
jectively, point by point. Re­ 
member, the most dangerous 
year of marriage is the first' 
•But don’t let it throw you. 
A couple who have come 
through their first year suc­ 
cessfully can feel that the worst 
is over. They have made ad­ 
justments, many of them pain­ 
ful, but they have also laid a 
firm foundation for married 
happiness for the rest of their 
lives.

Germ-Killing Drug 
Sought From Weed 
EAST LANSING, Mich. (W— 
Germ-killing antibiotics soon 
may be made from weeds. 
A Michigan State University 
research team has discovered 
a substance that, when puri­ 
fied, may prove as effective an 
antibiotic as penicillin. 
The material comes from hy- 
pericum, a common ornamental 
shrub weed often called St. 
John’s wort. 
The substance has one-tenth 
the effectiveness of penicillin 
in its present unpurified state. 
The research team hopes to 
purify the drug to the extent 
that it will equal or exceed the 
bacteria-killing power of peni­ 
cillin. 
Most antibiotics now in use 
are derived from microorgan­ 
isms, but the MSU scientists 
hope to produce bacteria-kill­ 
ing drugs from plants which 
will equal or better the prod­ 
ucts now in use.
